"The criterion of warship type 
will be found in a •vtudy of their 
ultimata aamee" to a maslpi that 
haa baea aeesp t sd by the Ualted 
States, reeultlng In the Nation being 
committed to the battleship to the 
exclusion of the battle-cruiser. 

For the destruction of the enemy 
commerce, only two types of 
warship are needed — the battle-cruis- 
er and the faat aoMt. The knell of 
the armored eratosr haa ben struck 
In the adveat of the battle-cruiser. 
England first in sea power, recog- 
nizes the necessity of a prepoinler- 
ance of battle-cruisers and scouts. 

"England's ten battle-cruisers have 
nulilfled the eHeetivness ot the six 
batt l e eia to e f s of Oermaay. By a 
strategleal error, tha O os h sa, German 
cruiser, whea the war began, lied to 
Turkey, thereby reducing the German 
battle-cruisers that had been avail- 
ablfi in the .North Sea to five. 

"Germany was Influenced by the 
maxim ot "ultimate service." 

"It to aot gworaUy known that in 
the Genaaa aavy there have been 
two Admlrato In the eoafldence of the 
Emperor with diametrically require- 
ments. One of these Admirals sev- 
eral years ago went to the Kaiser 
and laid out a building plan In which 
no battlesshlps appeared. There were 
only tear ty pes ot shlpe advoeated — 
the battla«atoer, the ooMt eraiser, 
the deetroyer and the submarine. 
This recommendation was radical 
that the Emperor rt'ferred It to the 
head of the Navy Bureau. The re- 
sult was the retirement from sea ser- 
vice of the Admiral that had advocat- 
ed the eerappiag ot the battlsahlp. 
Geraiaay yet elnng to the mailm of 
"ultimate service." 

"If, at that time, (he German Em- 
peror had taken the advice of that 
far-seeing naval officer, and if, at the 
beginning of this war, Germany had 
been able to have in service twelve 
battle aratoera Inatead of six. there 
would now he eharltobla orgaaiza- 
tlOBS and eommlttew ot "tha fend- 
ing of food to tha atawftit peopu of 

Great Britain. 

"Before the developement of the 
submarine the battle-cruiser could be 
blockaded by battle ships, or prevent- 
ed from refklBiag ita baae^ of supply 
to ratael aad reCt Tha tkr r oaohlng 
effeetiveneas ot the submarine ot 
twenty knots surface speed that has 
now appeared, makes this use of 
battleships extremely hazardous, If 
not entirely Impossible. 

"The submarine can project the 
fortlfleatlons ot the base far out to 
sea. Xho battle-eraiaer reaehss the 
high sea and retaraa to the base at 
high speed, guarded earoata, by aab- 
marines. Would the enemy endeavor 

to intercept, even With Ita Oaporiorlty 
in battleships? 

"This Is the real aaeal lesson of 
the war. We must realise that the 
batUeohipa of tha dreadaitaght type 
are gone — relegated to the past by 
the tremendous toree ot tha eomklaed 
powers ot eabaiartas aad kat U o srul-

"I was prcinienndinK the deck well 
forward about 10:20 o'clock Sunday 
morning," said Poster, "when I heard 
a Blight roport I thoapht It waa a 
gua flrfag a bBwk ahol aatll I aaw a 
debrla fhlHag, Even the coneuaaion 
had boon so slight that I conolnded 
an accident must have happened to 
some other ship near by. 

"I rushed back Immediately to- 
ward the stem of the Maioja, but be- 
foro I had talkoa a doaoa steps the 
ship hoiia to llaUad t atanad to- 
ward tho lifeboat whieh had keen 

alloted to my cabin. It was so full 
of people, most of them Lascars, that 
t saw It was likely to be swamped, so 
I went below for a life belt. I put on 
my ^vorboat aad tBo llfi b^' aad 
also took my paaaport 

"By thIa timo— hardly throo a^inu- 
tea attar the explosloa— tha paaaaga 
i^ya below were awash'. I returned 
to the lifeboat and tried to help shove 
It clear. Two of the white crew Of 
the steamer were standing by tO 
lower the boat, but only tho steward 
aad mya^t waro making aay efforu 
to paah It off from tho M^'n side. 
We eonld not gat tho hoat Olear ot the 
railing nn acconat Of thO feOOVy list 
of the Maloja. 

"Everybody then piled out of the 
lifeboat. Most of them slid across 
the deck and into the water on the 
othor side. Tho dooh waa Inclined to 
sueh a dogroo that wo oeaM aot stand 
I grabbed an oar aad alld dioiwa the 
deck into the water. The waves 
were so stronK that I could not swim 
and was washed back against the 
side of the ahip. 

"Finally, I aianaged to reach a 
capolaod boat a tow foot away aad 
crawled lato It From thoro I eould 
see In the water near me aeveral bod- 
ies of persons who were bleeding 
about the head. One Lascar was be- 
InK ground between a lifeboat and 
the ship's side. A big swell washed 
me olf my Insecure perch. I knew 
what woald happoa to mo It I re- 
malBod orf tho aldo of thb ahIp I was 
on, ao I managed to ^et to the other 
side and clung to tho railing until 
only tho davits wero projecting out 
of the water. I then pushed away 
from the steamer and awam a few 
yards to ^ hoat that had five or six 
Laaaani la It ■ Whoa I looked around 
tho loot davtta of' tho Matoja had 
dlsappoarad. 

"We had no oara and the wavea 
kept breaking over the boat. When 
It began to sink we swam to another 
capsUed boat and clung there until 
» hoat from a daatroyer took us off. 

"Whaa wo oama aloagaide the de- 
Btrogror I aotlood tkat tho aweiu 
seemed to bob aa ap and dowa tor 
12 feet. I looked at tho oloek on 
board the destroyer aad -aaw It was 
11:30 o'clock. 

"The only terror or excitement 
shown aboard the Maloja while they 
wero tipylng to lower the boats waa 
oa tho part of tho Laaeara and aome 
ohUdroa who had boaomo aaparated 
from their mothora. Oao AIM who 
was on deck near tho polat of the ex- 
plosion was biowar to ptoaa^ aa offi- 
cer told me. 

"One thing which made an imprea- 
sioB oa my mind .while I waa clinging 
to a oapalaad baat waa a "Teddy 
bear," whtah waa Soatlaf 'about The 
coxawain of the boat whloh plakOd us 
up rescued the toy, sayiag, "I must 
have that for my kid." 

Foster said he waa deeply Impress- 
ed by the bravery of the women and 
the white crew of tko Maloja, bat 
not by her Lascar crew.

FormaUn Treatment for Seed Oat.«. 

Treating aaad oaU for smut with 
tha fonnalla aolntkm thIa year will 
save tha (armara of Ohio aora than 

$500,000, acording to the farm eropa 
department.Ohlo State Unlyerslty. Oat 
smut is said to be very prevalent be- 
cause of the adverse harvesting con- 
ditions last year. The seedlike spores 
of tha amut paaa tha winter in the 
grain, and whan tha nn tr aa ta d kamti 
sprouts la tha apring tha apnras begin 
to grow and derelop a little plant 
within the oat plant. The dutlike 
spores given off by the little plant 
near harvest time blow to the other 
oat plants and infect tha grain from 
which nact yaar'a aaad mnat bo ae- 
laetad. To treat oata with tha for- 
malin solution seeura formalin nt a 
drug store and mix a pint with 40 
gallons of water. The oats may be 
sacke<l and dipped iiuo a barrel of 
this solution until they are throughly 
soaked or they may be piled upon the 
bam loor and sprinkled with tha so- 
lution. ' Aftar tha tw> t« M« > they 
should be covered with UaBkats for 
four or five hours ao that tha for- 
malin will no\ evaporate too VtlOkly.

A ([uart measure Is a convlenient 
vessel in wliich to estimate grain and 
other concentrated feeds. A (luurt of 
the following common feeds weighs: 
Cottonaaad maal. 1.1 pounds; wheat 
bran (coarae), .S ponnda; wheat mid- 
dling, coarse (shorta), .8 pounds; 
wheat middling, fine, 1.1 pounds; 
corn meal, 1.5 pounds; oats, 1.2 
pounds; gluten meal, 1.7 p—dat 
gluten seed, 1.2 pounds.

eEMOALLmUFE 




Paris, March 4. — ^Two Oerman air- 
men, who in foggy weather came 
down behind tbo IVench lines and 
were made prisoners have given to a 
corrsapoBdont ot tho Temps some in- 
tereottag dotBlla aboat tbo Oerman 
air serrleo aad tho bow rokkor ma- 
chines now la BOO aloag tko froat. 
For some time past flying along the 
front has become less necessary ow- 
ing to the fact that the line has been 
thoroty photographed, and an occas- 
ional roeoaaalaaance flight enables 
any altoraatloaa to bo noticed with- 
out dUBoBlty. 
One ot the oflioors said: 
"We hare splendid maeblnoa. My 
pilot, who has been with the same 
squadron for six months, has not seen 
an apparatus changed because of 
wear, nor has'he had a single motor 
mishap. Both the Bumpier Taube 
aad tko Joaaala aro out ot favor at 
prooeat. aad oraa botttro tko war our 
authorities pr^orrod Mptaaaa. Wo 
have several flying planeo now. Oao 
of them Is a huge machine driven by 
two motors, with a speed of about 
thlrty-flve miles an hour and armed 
with two fliaelUno guaa. This craft 
baa BOt gKoB tko roaults expected 
from It. aad Ita ooaatraftlea U botng 
slowed dowa. 

"The Fokker is the tasblonable 
machine of the moment. It Is now 
being built at Schwienlgen, where 
Fokker, who until he designed this 
type of machine had received no con- 
traet from tko MUilatry ot War. bad 
eotabllahod hta woMu. Thaaa batUe- 
planes are not groapod la a«aadroaa. 
but act along the front on ordora ot 
the aviation direction." 

The Oerman air squadron consists 
of abl aeroplanes and two reserve ma- 
chlaaa. Ot tbo six. two are fire-con- 
trol araft, two aany out reconnaiss- 
ance work. bbA two aro flgktlag plan- 
es, kaeb Miuadroa kaa eight or Bine 
observers and eight pilots, and each 
aeroplane has th^ee mechanics. Eight 
motor car.s and ten or twelve motor 
trucks are attuclud to each sQuadrou, 
the staff of which numbers be- 
tween ISO and 130 men. Each 
army baa aa aviatloa diroetor, who 
receives orders dlroot from the avU- 
tion headquarters In Bortla. 

The prisoners state that a large 
stock of Incendiary bombs has been 
sent baclc from the front and replac- 
ed by explosive bombs, which are 
knowa to tka army ai aarbwitto 
bomlw.
